Tbe  use  of  nmoie 
in  Curing  hams  will  uot  kill  trichinae  or 
*«*r'  r  e  -ubautute  for  cooking.  If  anougb 
salt  b«  added  to  meal  to  kill  these  parasites, 
t he  me.it  will  be  unfit  for  human  food. 
Out.  if  people  will  take  their  meat  row,  or 

rare.  *o  they  coll  it.  they  would  do  well 
to  etamine  it  under  the  micToacojve.  Gut 
liuu  poruous  of  the  flesh,  not  larger  than  a 
I'iu'v  bend,  w  ith  a  sharp  razor  in  a  direction 
parallel  with  the  fibers.  Take  the  speci¬ 
mens,  and,  after  placing  them  on  slip*  of 
glass,  tease  them  out  m  little  with  the  needle, 
mmvteu  them  with  a  little  glycerine  or 
water  and  examine  them  with  a  magnify- 
ing  power  of  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  di- 
anioters*.  If  at  first  uo  tnehin*  are  visible, 
wet  specimens  with  a  single  drop  of  a  aolm 
tion  of  one  part  of  potass*  and  fifteen  parte 
of  water,  when  the  muscular  fiber  becomes 
transparent,  and  the  tnchin*,  if  present, 
are  brought  into  full  Mew.

A  TIKIMi’tt  Will  MfllP. 

An  intere»tiug  discovery  bo*  just  beau 
made  at  Sandeherred,  in  Norway,  of  s  Scan¬ 
dinavian  war  vesseL  Buried  under  a  hil¬ 
lock,  a  vailing  vesael  line  been  found,  which 
is  thought  to  have  belonged  to  those  terri¬ 
ble  highway  men  of  the  ocean,  the  Vikings, 
or  Norwagion  pirate*.  It  measure*  about 
seventy-five  feat  in  length,  and  is  in  an  al¬ 
most  perfect  state  of  y> reservation.  It  is 
armed  and  equipped  as  though  it  had  been 
abandoned  where  found  when  oti  the  point 
of  miling  on  aome  adventurous  expedition. 
All  the  apparatus  used  by  nautical  Norsa- 
inen  are  met  with  in  this  ancient  cruft,  the 
mod  of  which  is  atill  pretty  well  in  last 
There  are  fragment*  of  sails  and  cordage  re¬ 
maining,  *i  w  eil  as  many  specimens  either 
perfect  w  m  template  off  utensil*  aad  instru¬ 
ment*,  whit'll  (to*  been  eagerly  examined 
by  antiquaries.  Among  other  things  are  a 
number  of  piece*  of  oak#oc4,  peculiarly 
vhajied,  wrought  vfith  a  certain  elegance, 
and  hollowed  out  in  the  centre  to  admit  of 
n-pes  being  passed  through  them.  Spades 
ami  shields  or  backlera,  have  also  been 
found,  or  rolher  tlie  iron  portion  of  the 
buc kiero,  lor  the  wooden  pari  is  eutirely 
none.  Near  the  rudder  the  skeletons  of 
rhree  horses  were  discovered.  The  form  of 
-he  shields  and  also  the  manner  in  which 
lliey  are  smpenJed  round  the  interior  of 
the  *hip  is  nlstolutely  the  same  as  one  sees 
represented  on  the  beautiful  tapestry  of 
Buyout,  iu  Normandy,  which  date*  back  to 
(he  ele>  ffnlh  century.  The  ship  is  not  yet 
completely  dug  oat  of  its  present  prison 
near  the  shore.  When  this  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  the  ship— which  is  thought  to 
be  still  seaworthy — will  be  launched  and 
takeu  to  Christiania  to  be  deposited  m  tbe 
University  Museum.
